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ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS IN PRISON.
[ From the Boston Journal.]

Not for three long years has tho securo and gc-
+eluded fortress in Boston Hurbor, known ns Fort
Warren, been so barren of Confederato prisoners,
n point of numbers, as at the present time. Since
tho sudden and fautal explosion of the Southern
Confederacy, and the manifest appearances of loy-
alty to the Union on the part of those eaged with-

in its strong wills, tho mwumber of prisoners at |

Fort Warren has rapidly diminished, Through
tho uniform lenity of the Government which they
conspired to destroy, severa] hundred have been
released from the Fort within o fow weeks, after
going through the formality of holding np the
right hand and swearving allegianee to tho country
which forzives them the crime of treason.  'The
oath which they subscribe to is the ordinary oeth
of ellogianeco. i

Thoe majority of the prisencrs confined in the
fort at the close of the war—several hundred in
number—quickly availed themselves of the oppor-
{unity to subseribe o the oath of Joyalty, and

thus exchange their prison life for one of free- |

dom. This gencrous privilege was extended to
all, with perhinps the exeeption of Vice-I'resident
Stephens and Postmaster-General Reagan, of the
Iate Confederacy. They wore offered the elternu-
tive of being refeased upon condition of leaving
ihe country, never to return, 01 remain in prisou,
and take the chances of pardon by the Govern-

ment.  They made choice of the Jattor nriviloge
10 gecure thic nberty wien wounld be most agreco-

ble to thoeir tastes, and lience their detention nutil
their eases are acted upon.

From the fact that Alexander II. Stephons was
the Vice-Presidont of the Bouthern Confed. racy,
and, of course, one of the leading men in the se-
cession government, there s a superior interest
felt in the history of his prison life. His incavee-
ration hias not affected hin to sueh o degree as
has the imprisonment of his associate traitor, Jefl,
Davie, in Fortress Monroe. This fact may, per-
hape, be attributed to two reasons, one of which
s that the confinement of Stephens is not so close
as Jefl.'s, and he does not regard his crime so
enormous or its punishment so certain or so se-
vere. When Stephens fivst arvived ot Fort War-
ren, he was kept in close confinement, which wore

reatly upon his physical constitution. Now he

as full liberty to go and come when and where
he pleases abont the fortress—always, of course,
being kept within theinelosure.  He gpends much
of hiy time in walking about, and tinds groat con-
solation in smoking an elegant and costly meor-
shanm pipe. One of the soldiers who hod seen it
while on guard daty expressed the opinion that it
wos \\'ortﬁ about one hundred dollare. Stephens
-also sports an elegant gold wateh, which 1s the
envy of all who have seen it.

It is well, perhaps, in speaking of the valuables

gessed by the prisoners when they ere commit-
ed to the Fort, to remark that they are not taken
Adrom them—a fact in very decided contrast to the
eruel and shameless robberies of the ofticers in
command of the rebel prisons in the Bouth t'lm'infi
the war. Btephens is inclined to be social anc
communicative to all who come around him; and
in hin conversation upon the late war and its canse
e seys he is a good Union man, bnt nlso an earn-
est advoeate of “Southern righfu." He has made
application for pardon, and has many Southern
friends constantly besieging the 'resident in his
behalf. Some three or four of these have been
permitted to visit him within a few weelks, He
often expresses the wish that e will soon either
Iinve o trial or receive a pardon, hoping, of conrse,
for the latter. He endeavors to keep well posted
on affairs going on outeide, it the prosence of the
Journal and other daily papers in his quarters is
any evidenee. Stephens is not nnmindinl or un-
Wprccialim of any little favors or attentions
which are shown him, even by the juveniles. A
little girl who recontly sent him a honquet to adorn
his lonely gquarters, reecived his thanks and a fine
gold dollar coin in return.

Postmaster-General Jax, H. Reagan takes his
confinement in_a manner equally as philosophical
as Stephens.  He iy awarded the same privileges
and kept under the same vestraints. He s 0 muceh
younger man, and probably not possessing the in-
tellectnal abilities of Stephens, the fact of Lis be-
ing o prisoner is not so mortifying to him. He
spends o great portion of hig time in promennd-
ing the grounde inside the fort, and like his {ul-
it_mr—p:'ium:l)r is inclined to Lo soviable and tallin-

ive,

The quarters of Lthie prisoners are below the level
of the ground, a distance perhaps of sbout eight
feet. They are, of course, provided with separute
apartments, and ecach is farnished comfortably.

There are only three other prisonors confined in
Fort Warren besides Stephens and Roagan, Two
of them are blockade runners, who refused to take
ihe onth of allegiance, and the othor is Charles
Cheshire, formerly one of the Supervisors of
Brooklyn, N. Y., who is in_ close confinement for
Srauds perpetrated in recruniting.
